California's Income Exceeds 
Expectations As Value Of 
The Dollar Shrinks 


Mediterranean Situation 
Fraught With Signifi¬ 
cance, Lecturer Says

Q UB1ER QUIRKS of the eco¬ 
nomic cataclysm and its 
equally unpredictable after- 
math, the post-depression period 
—may wipe out California’s State 
deficit, variou ly estimated at 
from $50,000,000 to $87,000,000, 
without any requirement for new 
taxation! 

And the scheduled special tax 
session of the State Legislature, 
if it is held at all, probably will 
not be called until after the May 
presidential primary next year. 

Such, at any rate, are the pre¬ 
dictions of many of the State’s 
business leaders, based on a sharp 
upturn in State income from nor. 
mal sources and on a downward 
trend in value of the dollar. 

By the end of the fiscal year 
„ next June, according to the ex¬ 
perts who keep an eye on State 
finance for business and indus¬ 
trial concerns, it is quite prob¬ 
able that the American dollar 
will be worth about 50 cents 
causing a similar write-off in 
both public and private debts! 

And State revenues, already 
soaring far ahead of official esti¬ 
mates of last year, may increase 
to such an extent that the gen¬ 
eral fund deficit will fade away 
to a point where normal income 
could be expected to take up the 
slack in the course of the bien¬ 
nium. 

- The State's financial authorities 
—State Controller Ray L. Riley 
and Director of Finance Arlin E 
Stockburger—who lean more to 
• the side of conservation, if not 
pessimism, when discussing the 
fiscal condition of the State, fail 
to concur, at least as yet, in "the 
brighter view” of the economic 
picture.

Rescheduiing his lectures for a 
time expected to be more con¬ 
venient for a greater number of 
people, Dr. F. von Rossdell Mayer 
will appear at the City Hall next 
Thursday, and every Thursday 
thereafter, at 2:30 p.m. 

Dr. Mayer, formerly a corres¬ 
pondent for the Londan Daily 
Mail in the Orient and South and 
Central America, devotes the first 
portion of his lectures to talks to 
the general subject “Man and 
Civilization," with a forum fol¬ 
lowing on current events. For the 
past two weeks his lectures have 
been held Friday nights. 

Dr. Mayer received his degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy from the 
University of Munich. Speaking 
six languages, including Japanese, 
Dr. Mayer saw much service as 
foreign representative of various 
newspapers. At one time he also 
taught history at the University 
of Peking. 

From his experience, Dr. Mayer 
this week commented that the 
future of the British colonial em¬ 
pire is at stake in the current 
embattled attitude of Great Bri- 
tian and Italy in the Mediter¬ 
ranean. 

"It is a case of ’good night' if 
Britian fails to make her point 
in the present unpleasantness,” 
he declared. "India hang.s only by 
a thread and both India and 
Egypt will be lost if dominance 
of the Mediterranean is lost.” 

' Dr. Mayer, although highly in 
favor of the principles behind the 
World Court, does not believe the 
League of Nations, as now con¬ 
stituted, is an instrument for 
world stability. The league, he 
claims, has always been a medium 
for working the will of France, 
and dominance by that nation has 
prevented the organization from 
doing real good. This situation 
may be changed through the 
proper working out of the cur¬ 
rent situation involving Italy and 
Ethiopia, he said.

CARE OF YOUR STOCKS AND 
SWEET PEAS FOR THE FLOAT

Landscape Gardefier 

I TIOK those who are growing 
' storks, just a few words of 
advise about pests. Aphis 
are their worst enemy. To rid the 
plants of aphis, spray with "Black 
Leaf 40” or some other nicotine 
solution. Do not over-water stocks, 
give them just enough to keep 
them growing well. 

In a previous article, I spoke 
of birds getting the young sweet- 
pea sprouts. Look out for snails. 
If snails are about in your gar¬ 
den they will seek out the young 
sweet-pea shoots as they break 
through the ground, and as they 
do their dirty work at night, you 
may wonder why your sw'eet peas 
never come up. 

Chrysanthemum plants should 
be tied up to stakes for the. 
weight of the buds and blossoms 
will pull them over. Large flow¬ 
ering varieties should be dis¬ 
budded now. 

It is time now to plant Cin- 
ararias. Choose a shady place. 
Under trees is usually satisfac¬ 
tory if the ground is first spaded 
up and fertilized. 

Pansies planted now will bloom 
all winter. Other winter flower¬ 
ing plants are Calendulas, Stocks, 
Snapdragons and Violas.

Further consideration of policy 
with regard to canned orange 
juice by the board of directors of 
the California Fruit Growers Ex¬ 
change yesterday disclosed that 
opinion among growers on this 
subject is still divided between 
those who think that canned 
orange juice is detrimental and 
should be discouraged and those 
who think this outlet should be 
more aggressively exploited. 

“The problem lies in control of 
the supply, not only here but in 
other producing states," said E. 
T. Cassel, manager of the Pro¬ 
ducts Department of the Ex¬ 
change. "Growers want all their 
fruit sold and the result Is some 
of it goes to any outlet at any 
price and cheap by-products fruit 
comes back as canned juice as a 
potential menace to our fresh 
fruit market.”

BONDS EAT UP TAXES 


Taxpayers of Sierra Madre 
owed a bonded debt at June 30, 
1934, of $341,800, or $76.29 per 
capita of the population, accord¬ 
ing to a study of the bonded in¬ 
debtedness of the city govern¬ 
ments of California, iust com¬ 
pleted by California Taxpayer’s 
association. The city racked 2_:iJ 
from the highest of all California 
cities in bonded indebtedness per 
capita,, the association found. 
Payments by the city government 
on its bonded indebtedness during 
the fiscal year 1933-34 amounted 
to $18,156 for interest and $13,600 
for redemption, or considerably 
more than the total cost of carry¬ 
ing on the local government for 
a year. 

The ten cities having the high, 
est per capita bonded debt v. . e 
Vernon, Newport Beach, Pasa¬ 
dena, Beverly Hills, Long Beach, 
Stockton, Avalon, Los Angeles. 
San Clemente and Rialto.
